Hostage Dies in Assault 


MELBOURNE (Reuters) •— Police 
tossing tear gas grenades charged into 
a surburban house here early today 
after a young Australian armed with a 
revolver vowed to kiil a girl hostage 
unless they left him alone. 

The man, gasping for breath, was 
arrested and treated for stomach 
wounds. The girl was dead. 


The drama began shortly after mid¬ 
night Monday night when resident^ in 
the Melbourne suburb of Glen Iris re¬ 
ported that shots were being fired. 
Squads of police armed with rifles and 
shotguns surrounded Ihe house and 
called on the occupants to come out. 

The young man yelled he would 
shoot a girl he was holding if police 
moved in. .

There is no doubt, moreom*, that the Trudeau 
administration has been considering such a move in 
the course of its general foreign pcdicy review. 

It is therefore reasonable to predict that very 
shortly word will be conveyed to Peking that Ottawa 
is prepared to discusB selection of a site for discussions 
of an exchange of diplomatic representatives, 
presumaUy on an ambassadorial level. 

It Is also a pretty safe assumption that Peking 
will demand revocation of Canada’s diplomatic

Peking is never likely to acc^t a 
“two-China” policy on the part of any nation. And 
recognition by Canada, although no doubt held 
desirable for the effect it might have In the 
encoUhigement of similar actions by other nations, is 
no great piiie for Mao IW-tung’s Dmununists. 

Is is certainly not enough to dissuade P^ng fnxn

Canada must weigh the value, moral and 
practical, of a diplcsnatic exchange Involving sur¬ 
render to Peking’s conditions. 

It must weigh its decision in the full knowledge of 
United State's disapproval, bearing in mind that close 
and harmonious rations with that coun^ are ve^ 
much more important than with a distant grain

Ideological differences alone are no real obstacle 
to recognition. But Chairman Mao’s expansionist 
ambitions and the violence he advocates to achieve 
them are a barrier to genuine friendship in this or any 
other country dedicate to peace.

I have written about this 
befwe, a dozen years ago, but 
the situation is now worse 
than it was then, and still 
nothing nuich has been done. I 
refer to the shortage of 
doctora, and our provincial 
prejudice against women in 
the medical profession.

We could use more doctors, 
but many young men are not 
able to go through the lei^thy 
and expensive period of 
medical education; on the 
other hand, thousands of 
college-trained vromen could 
take up the profession R they 
were eiu;ouraged to do ao. 

The majority <rf doctors are 
women in Russia, and in the 
Soandlnavlea countates and 
througbouC Eisrope generaUyi 


there are many times more 
women doctors than we have 
In NMth America. 

Male chauvinsim docs not 
run nearly as lagh in tboae 
countries as It does here. 
Even female lawyeri are 
frowned upon here (both 
inside and outside the legal 
profeeWon), ere paid less, 
given more menial assign¬ 
ments, and rarely elevated to 
positions of any real responsi¬ 
bility In public service, as 
their male counterparts are. 

« * R 

It may be a plausible 
(though not, to me, per¬ 
suasive) argument that 
women lack the toughness.of 
fibre to make first-rate 
lawyers: but surely no similar 
argument applies to their 


potential abilities as doctors. 

In the first [dace, women 
tend to be natively more 
sympathetic to physical eil- 
ments than men; women sre 
more aware of their bodies, 
more sensitivo to bioloigcal 
processes: more emotionally 
engaged in the arts of nursing 
and nutrition and conservation 
of health. 

★ ★ ★ 

Secondly, and just as im- 
"portant, women have a natur¬ 
ally deeper understanding of 
psychoscMnatic ailments — 
which are at the bottom of 
more then SO per cent of all 
cases seen by doctors — 
because their own mind»-and 
bodies are so intimately 
related, so deUoatoly inter¬ 
penetrated by csK another. 


And, so far as the technical 
skills of medicine are con¬ 
cerned, those can be teanied 
by any competent and ordin¬ 
arily intelligent person of 
either sex. 

What chiefly distinguishes a 
good doctor from a mediocre 
one is precisely the area in 
which women excel: the 
ability to Identify with the 
patient, to coromunicstc and 
intereact of a level bapeath 
the merely verbal and * in¬ 
tellectual and clinical.

Subject: Roses 


"A rose Is a rose is a rose is a 
rose.” 

—Gertrude Stein. 

I'm ifrald I am not too brl^ tilien 
it ccHnes to understandlruf modem 
poetry, and I must confess I have never 
been able to make head or tail out of 
Gertrude Stein’s famous line. If I had to 
interpret K from a hmTiculturB] stand¬ 
point, hovrever, it would go something 
like this; 

Hie modem H.T. or floribunda rose 
doesn’t fall Into any of the ordinary 
plant eiaitifieationB.lt Isn’t a 
herbt<«ou8 perennial, it Isn’t an annual 
flower. While we have the so-called tree 
rosea, It isn’t really a tree, nor do we 
grow It as a shrub, with otiier shrubs In 
the mixed shrub border. It is in a class 
by itself; a rose is a rose. 

★ ★ ★ 

But while this applies to the modem 
cultivated rose of commerce, ft must be 
remembered there is a whole host of 
''wild” or species roses — and some 
hybrids deri^ from them — which are 
in fact proper flowering shrubs, and 
very good ones too. 

These primitive types, listed in the 
catalogues as shrub roses, don’t have to 
take a back seat from any flowering 
shrubs. With their diversity of size, 
form and texture, some with colored 
foliage and bright winter bark, and all 
with colorful fruit or “blps,” they make 


first class subjects for any shrub 
border. They require much less care 
tiian their aristocratie relatives; prun¬ 
ing is necessary only to remove or 
dead wood, and moat these wildings 
are Immune or resistant to bugs and 
disease. 

Think for a moment of the particular 
wild rote you happen to ktiow best; 
perhaps It is a briar, a Dog roae dt 
Britain. Rota blanda of Ontario, or the 
wild prairie rose, provincial floral 
emblem of Alberta. Can you see your 
pet wild rose lighting up your shrub 
border? ^ 

•k -k it 

Isn’t It more colorful — and more 
loveable — than, say, a spiraea, a mock 
<M-ance or a flowering currant? There 
are dozens of these wild and semi-wild 
rosea, all excellent shrubs, with flowers 
and foliage as varied as the azaleas, 
and all as hardy as a Douglas fir. 

The Burnet or Scots rose is a grand 
subject in itself, but of Its hybrids 
are even more interesting. Fruehling's 
Gold, for instance, makes a tHish four 
feet tali that covers Itself in summer 
with lovely,golden cup-shaped blossoms, 
perfuming the air with that foagrance 
found only in the wild roaes. 

Altai rose, actually Rosa 
spinosissima aitaioe. Is a cousin of the 
true Scots rose but halls from the Altai 
mountains on ttie border between 


Siberia and Mongoba. It grows to a 
Itfigtit of six feet, bearing a profusion of 
creamy white single flowers followed by 
shiny black hips that hang on most of 
the winter. 

A constant problem in the shrub 
border is to find kinds which wilt keep 
on blooming over a long period of time, 
for most of our flowering shrubs — 
lilacs, forsythia, rhodos and the like — 
are so fleeting in bloom. One of the 
most tireless performers is tiie Rugosa 
hybrid rose Flamingo, which keeps on 
blooming from June to November. 
Flamingo is a cross between the prickly 
wild rugoaa rose and the hybrid tea 
rose White Wings, making a five-foot 
shrub with bright pink single blooms.

Father Hugo's rose, R. hugonis. has 
long been a favorite of mine even 
though its blooms are finished by the 
middle of July. A native of Cmtral 
China, it makes a graceful six-foot 
shrub with very large single yellow 
blossoms produced on long, willowy 
stems. 

A native of Newfoundland, the 
Shining Rosp /R. nitida) has probably 
the prettiest foliage of any member 
the rose family. It has smallish red 
flowers, scarlet spines, and the leaves 
are small, very shiny, dark green in 
summer but turning to red and purple 
in the fall.

Father Given Time to Pay Fine

The NorUiwest Territories U 
ceding with "a fantastic array 
ot problems after centuries of 
neglect," education superin- 
.tendent Bernard Gillie said 
here Monday. 

Cultural differences, race 
prejudice and a huge genera¬ 
tion gap were a few of the 
problems Mr. Gillie listed in a 
recruiting talk before student 
teachers at the University of 
Victoria.

Mr. Gillie is a former 
teacher at Willows school, one¬ 
time prinicpal of S. J. Willis 
junior high, and now superin¬ 
tendent of the Mackenzie 
region of the N.W.T. 

He sketched this picture of 
the educational badkground in 
the territory: 

Until 19^ there was no free 
public education; at that time 
only IS per cent of schatl-age 
children were being educated. 
Today 90 per cent — about 
8.500 youngsters — are in 70 
schools taught by SOO teach¬ 
ers.

Mr. Gillie said 55 per cent 
of the enrolment was Indian 
or Eskimo, the rest Metis and 
white.

September, Mr, Gillie said, 
800 youngsters enrolled for 
school wlUi no knowledge of 
Elngiish. The proportion is 
lower in the N.W.T., he said. 

"They come from a saclety 
which has values totally diff¬ 
erent from our own. They 
have no equivalent of school 
among Indians and E!skimos." 


When they first come to 
school, scane youngsters don't 
even understand the concept 
of reading end writing, h« 
observed. 

The teacher must serve 
both these children and vdiite 
ivungsters whose parents are 
unwilling to settle for an 
education standard any lower 
than in the rest of Canada, 
the superintendent said. 

Because of these problems, 
Mr. Gillie doesn’t hire teach¬ 
ers fresh out of university. He 
prefers one or two years' 
classroom experience first, he 
told the UVic students. 


Even so. he added, he had 
more applications each year 
than positions to fill. 

The development of the 
North is slow and difficult and 
often creates new social prob¬ 
lems. he said. 

"It results in dislocation and 
sometimes even disaster.

According to bicriogy r e- 
tearcher David Kerrid^, the 
fanwus fiy-by-night ghoul has 
d(Hie irreparable damage to 
the public image of the 
creatures he's studying for his 
PhD—bate.

"It's all 80 stupid," he said. 

"We have lots of bats in the 
area, but as som as people 
realke that the litUe creatues 
are living in their attics nr 
walls, they call the extermin¬ 
ator. 

“If telly people would get 
rid of their stupid fears and 
tupersUUteis. These are na¬ 


ture's little beasts that have 
been provided to wipe out 
night-flying iMeete." 

The colonies are often very 
hard to locate, he said, and 
because people kill bats, it’s 
even harder for him to cany 
out his research. 

“Very little research has 
been done on bats In B.C., 
though there are as many as 
eight species of bat available 
for study in the lower Van¬ 
couver Island area,” Mr. 
Kerri^e said. 

Two or three species are of 
the solitary or migratory 
type, he said, while the rest of 
(he local bats spend the 
winter here in hdbemation. 

1116 local varieties, which 
are ecclusively insect-eaters, 
are all very small—the big¬ 


gest not more than three or 
four inches long. 

The little creatures are 
flying mananals, Mr. Ker- 
ridge explained, but not rod- 
ente as many people believe. 
"And they really do fly, just 
like birds—they don't just 
glide," he said. 

★ ★ ★ 

"1 call them night-flying 
swallows. They’re extremely 
efticient at eating insects. 
Their edio-locating appartatus 
enables them to be very 
accurate." 

It also makes them experts 
at finding their way home, he 
said. 

“Bata have come to rely on 
this highly developed echo* 
locating apparatus more than 
they rely on their eyes.? 


“Bats aren't blind—that's a 
fallacy. A bat just doesn't use 
its eyes the way we do. 

Mr. Kenidge said his own 
work hinges directly on this 
abUi^ of bats to find their 
way home with the use of 
landmarks.

My work is maiidy finding 
out about hooniing," he said. 

“What I’m trying to do Is 
find out whether bate can 
home over open water. With 
nil the adjacent islands here,, 
it's an ideal place for working' 
in this project." 

Less specifically, he’s also 
working on g«ieral vocal be¬ 
havior of bate—what sounds 
they use to convey different 
situations ond emotions.

sound a young bat will use to 
tell its mother it's still Uiere, 
and other sounds to indicate 
scolding, or special situation, 
he said. 

The sounds can be analysed 
on a printed graph derived 
from recordings, on the basis 
of frequency, duration and 
intensi^.

From now on, unless an American wants a bunny for his 
nightclub or a tackle for his football team, it’s against the 
law to specify sex in Job advertisements. 

The U.S. Equal Employment Owwrtunity Commission 
printed new guidelines barring sex discrimination in Jd) ad¬ 
vertising. The commission said , the order is retroactive to 
Jan. 24, when the U.S. court of ai^ieals for the district of 
Columbia ruled the guidelines were legal. 

Under the guidelines, the placement of Job advertisments 
under separate male and female column headings is against 
the law unless sex is a bona fide occupational qualification 
for the Job.

"Many 
are worse off."- 
She considers herself lucky 
because her four children 
were among those who es¬ 
caped pneumonia and 
bivnciiiUs, which, Indian lead¬ 
ers say, took a heavy toll of 
Vancouver Island Indians dur¬ 
ing the past six weeks of 
bitter weather. 

She lives with her four 
children on the Brentwood 
reserve, in (Hie of the 36 


Her sister, Georgians 
Smith, has six children to 
keep on $228 a month. 

The shack they live in has 
three d r a f t y , uninsulated 
rooms, an oil space heater 
and a wood stove. Two of the 
children — two-yearnild 
Luanne and six-year^ld 
Eulalia — had returned from 
hospital Friday and were 
running barefoot on the spot¬ 
lessly clean board floors. 

Another sister, Barbara 


Smith, had hooked up a wood- 
burning space heater to her 
stove to try to provide heat 
for lO-month-old Anthony and 
five-yearold John, while she 
awaits the return from hos¬ 
pital of her daughter Theresa. 

"And there’s nothing you 
can do except lie awake 
nights worrying and wonder¬ 
ing if the federal government 
will ever do more than talk 
about grants," said Chief 
PhilUp Paul.

"A lot of the little ones got 
flu, which .t umed to 
imeumonia and bronchitis, and 
had to ^ to hospital," said 
Mr. Sampson.

At this point, Tel Aviv said 
only two jets had struck across 
the Jordan River and both had 
returned to the base. 

The Israelis said their planes 
were sent over Jordan shortly 
after an army patrol was fired 
on near Neve Ur, a border set¬ 
tlement nine miles south of the 
Sea of Galilee. 

FLAREUPS 

It marked the first time that 
Israel had reported a jet attack 
on Jordan since Jan. 16. 

There were flareups else¬ 
where. 

In the Israeli-occupied Gaza 
strip, a hand grenade thrown at 
an Israeli military vehicle a feiv 
minutes after Israeli Defence 
Minister Mo.she Dayan passed 
by killed two Arabs—a boy, 7.

According to bic^ogy r e> 
searcher David Kerridge, the 
famous fly4^>night ghoul has 
done irreparable dhmage to 
the public Imeige of (he 
crpatures he’* studying tor his 
PhD—bats.

*‘It’a all so stupid,” he said. 

“We have lota of bate in the 
area, but as soon a* peojde 
realize that the little creatues 
are hving in their attics or 
walls, they call the extermiiK 
ator. 

“It only people would get 
rid of their stupid fears end 
superstitions. These are na> 


lure’s little beasts that have 
been provided to wipe out 
night-flying insects." 

The colqndes are often very 
hard to locate, he said, and 
because people kill bats, it's 
even harder for Mm to carry 
out his research. 

“Very Uttle research has 
been done on bate in B.C., 
though there are as many as 
eight species of bat available 
*for study In the lower Van¬ 
couver Island area,” Mr. 
Kerridge said. 

Two or three species are of 
the solitary or migratory 
type, he said, while the rest 
the local bats spend the 
winter here In Mbermtion. 

The local varieties, wMch 
are exclusively insect-eaters, 
are all very small—tile big¬ 


gest not more than three or 
four inches long. 

The little creatures are. 
flying mammals, Mr. Ker¬ 
ridge exp«alned, but not rod¬ 
ents as many people believe. 

“And they r^lly do fly. Just 
like birds—they don't just 
glide.” he said.

“I call them night-flying 
swallows. They’re extremely 
efheient at eating insects. 
Their echo-loealing appartatus 
enables them to be very 
accurate.” 

It also makes them experts 
at finding their way home, he 
said. 

“Bate have enne to rely on 
tills highly developed -echo 
locating apparatus more than 
they rely on their eyes.” 


“Bate aren't blind—that’s a 
fallacy. A bat just doesn't use 
its eyes the way we do. 

Mr. Kerridge said his own 
work hinges directly on this 
ability of bats to find their 
way home with the use of 
landmarks.

My work Is mainly finding 
out about homing,” he said. 

* "What I’m trying to do is 
find out whether bate can | 
home over open water. Withr 
all the adjacent islands here, 
it's an ideal place for working 
in this project.” 

Less specifically, he's also 
worldng on gmeral vocal be¬ 
havior of l»te—what sounds 
they use to convey different 
situations and emotions. 

For instance, there’s one 


sound a young hat will use to 
tell its mother it's still there, 
and other sounds to indicate 
scolding, or special situation, 
he said. 

The sounds can be analysed 
on a printed graph derived 
from recordings, on the basis 
of frequency, duration and 
intensity. 

“'nere's a great deal of 
work being done in this field 
with sea menunels, especially 
dolphins and whales, trying to 
commtaiicate with them.

''We’ll have to raise bats in 
order to cairy out some 
experiments-such as whether 
a bat mother will recognize 
her own specifle young,” Mr. 
Kerridge said.

Itowever, late Monday the 
Coburns’ lawyer, Herbert 
Matthews, filed a writ asking 
for a Supreme Court declara- ' 
tion that the city’s expropri¬ 
ation bylaw is invalid'in this 
case. 

Mr. Matthews said the writ 
also claims unstated damages 
against the clQr for trespass¬ 
ing on the property, and It- 
clalms the Cobwns are en¬ 
titled to continue in posaession 
until they are paid satisfac¬ 
tory eonpensation for their 
home. 

Mr. Matthews said that 
even it the city succeeded to 
having the InjuTTCtion llOted 
“they still won't get ih” the 
house. “There are other pro¬ 
cedures they have to follow, 
and I'm not going to tell them 
what tiiey are.
